Arlington buys 
Ford police car 
Arlington Heights will soon have 
a new police car — a Ford with 
Mercury motor, a car that is man­ 
ufactured by Ford for the special 
purpose of police officers and not 
sold to others. 
The price of the car is $375 
and the old car. As there is near­ 
ly $200 in the police equipment 
fund, the village had only to take 
$200 f ratal its general fund in or­ 
der to own a new police car. 
Monday’s meeting was short in 
business transacted, 
but long in 
hours. Aside from routine reports 
and payment of $2370.73 in bills, 
there was no major business before 
the board except the passage of 
two ordinances. 
One establishes a new schedule 
of rates for vehicles tags and the 
other adopts a revised street num­ 
bering system in Scarsdale. 
Both 
ordinances appear in this paper. 
The village 
treasurer reported 
that the cash balance is again low 
and that a sale of additional tax 
warrants would be necessary by 
October I. All bills as of August 
I, 1941, ihave been paid, including 
the Public Service Co. 
July cash receipts amounted to 
$6,399.91, of which $5,383.96 were 
water department collections. 
Engineer Harris was given auth­ 
ority to hire needed help to make 
repairs at disposal plant. 
Work on the new well will prob­ 
ably start within the next few days 
as the driller from the oil well dis­ 
trict of Centralia, III., is on the job 
awaiting arrival of his outfit. He 
estimates that he will complete 
the work within thirty days.

Private Duesing, in service 
with the army ag a 
member of 
Troop D, 160th Black Horse Cav­ 
alry of Chicago, was a former resi­ 
dent of Park Ridge and well known 
in Arlington Heights. 
While riding with members of 
his patrol his metal helmet came in 
contact with a low hanging power 
line and he was instantly killed. At 
the time of going to press details 
of the funeral sendees were not 
available. 


Traffic Survey to be Made 
By 8,000 Boy Scouts Over 
Six Counties September 3 


Lightning causes 
$12,000 barn fire 


Marquardt Bros, operating a 52 
acre truck growing farm at the in­ 
tersection of State and Rand rds., 
north of Arlington Heights, sus­ 
tained a $12,000 
fire loss when 
lightning struck their barn short­ 
ly before midnight Thursday. Mrs. 
Marquardt had not yet retired and 
noticed the shadows 
of flames 
through her window. 
About the 
same time persons at Kafka’s tav­ 
ern, across the street, discovered 
the fire and notified the Palatine 
fire department and in turn the 
Mt. Prospect rural department and 
Arlington Heights city department. 
Within six minutes after Chief 
Comfort of Palatine was notified of 
the fire the first Palatine 
rural 
truck was entering the driveway of 
the farm. 
The barn which was 
filled with hay and tools was a 
mass of flames before 
the fire 
fighters arrived. 
The Marquardt 
boys were only able to remove 
their two cars and one horse. Two 
horses, tools, grain and hay and 
much truck gardening equipment 
were destroyed. 
The rural fire companies devoted 
their efforts to saving the remain­ 
ing farm buildings. Palatine had 
a line of hose from 
each of its 
trucks, and Mt. Prospect gave good 
service with its outfit. Arlington 
Heights city department 
is not 
equipped to fight rural fires, but 
supplied the tank of the Mt. Pros­ 
pect outfit with 
its supply of 
water. 
The loss is estimated at $12,000 
with the barn, only, covered by in­ 
surance. 
Neighbors and friends 
have generously aided the Mar- 
quardts in the removal of debris 
and otherwise cleaning up the 
place. 
The farm is being operated by 
three brothers, Albert, Arthur and 
Otto Marquardt.

Both of his arms are free and 
he expects that the final cast will 
be removed from his leg next week. 
Four years ago the same leg was 
broken and also an arm.

Jr.-vice commander 


The Boy Scouts of the Northwest 
Suburban Council and their leaders 
together with those of fourteen 
other councils in the vicinity of 
Chicago will participate on Sept. 
3, in the largest project of its kind 
ever held in this country. 
In order to make a careful study 
of the traffic 
conditions 
in and 
around Chicago an origin and des­ 
tination highway traffic survey will 
be made by the Cook County High­ 
way Department 
in cooperation 
with the Highway Departments of 
the State of Illinois, the City of 
Chicago, the Chicago Park Dis­ 
trict, Will, DuPage, Kane, Kendall 
and Lake counties and the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Public rds. More than 
8,000 Boy Scouts will assist the 
above agencies in making the sur­ 
vey, and will man 
360 stations 
where the traffic count will be 
taken. 
The purpose of this extensive 
survey which will check all traffic 
passing each control station during 
a period from 7 a. rn. to 7 p. rn. is 
to obtain accurate figures on traffic 
movements on a typical week day 
in order to have a basis for plan­ 
ning super highways 
and other 
highway 
construction 
work 
to 
handle the increasing traffic going 
to and from the city. 
The Boy Scouts of the North­ 
west Suburban Council will furnish 
scouts for 31 stations located in 
the Council territory. The scouts 
will work in pairs and in shifts of 
three hours at a time. Each sta­ 
tion will be under the direct super­ 
vision of a trained member of the 
Cook 
County 
Highway 
Depart­ 
ment. A total of 156 Scouts will be 
needed for each shift at the 31 sta­ 
tions assigned to the scouts.

headquarters 
Monday 
evening, 
August IS, attended by L. G. Wil­ 
ke and John Laing of the Cook 
County Highway Department and 
Harry F. Keening, scout commis­ 
sioner, H. P. Dunsmore, 
district 
commissioner and Donald E. Kyger, 
scout executive, the details of the 
plan were explained and the sta­ 
tions laid out. 
Mr. Wilke emphasized the fact 
that -this is the greatest survey of 
its kind that has ever been taken 
and expressed his appreciation to 
the Boy Scout organizations thru- 
out Chicagoland for the fine coop­ 
eration which he has received on 
this project.

Arlington Heights is again the 
safest suburb in Cook County ac­ 
cording to the recently issued re­ 
port of the Suburban Safety Coun­ 
cil for the first six months per­ 
iod of this year. 
The survey included 24 of the lar­ 
ger towns. Nine municipalities es­ 
caped a fatal auto accident during 
the six months. In six of them 
fewer than 50 persons were in­ 
jured and only four of these had 
less than fifty accidents.

leads all 
others with only three accidents 
ten persons injured, 15 cases of 
property damage covering a total 
of 18 accidents. 
Des Plaines had 82 
accidents 
with 20 persons sustaining injuries.

ty council.

Mayor Goedke 
receives USO 
final report 


Arlington Heights citizens con­ 
tributed $615.36 to the USO. The 
final report was made this w’eek to 
Mayor Goedke by C. L. Giiffith, 
chairman and Raymond E. Hayes, 
secretary. The report reviewed the 
organization of the committee and 
the division of the town into dis­ 
tricts. In commenting on the drive 
for funds, the report says in part: 
“The amount collected falls short 
of the quota set 
for Arlington 
Heights by one-third.

Cablegram to Churchill 


Five hundred citizens of Arling­ 
ton Heights assembled A-iday ev­ 
ening in the field house to 
the 
Rev. Dr. John A. O’Brien, took di­ 
rect action to check the course of 
our nation into a shooting war. 
They sent a cablegram to Winston 
Churchill, the prime 
minister of

We ad­ 
mire the great leadership you are 
giving Great Britain.

We hate 
communism. But we have no fear 
for our country if wre arm ourselves 
and stay out of European and Asi­ 
atic conflicts. 
80 Per Cent Oppose War 
“We plead with you, Mr. Church­ 
ill, to refrain from further state­ 
ments that our country is on the 
verge of war. We beg that you re­ 
frain from sending your envoys and 
law makers thru our great coun­ 
try on war propaganda missions. 
“Contrary to what you may have 
heard, 80 per cent of our people 
oppose America entering this Eu­ 
ropean and Asiatic war. 
“We depend upon you to keep 
your pledge of last Feb. 9, concern­ 
ing the armies of America, ‘We do 
not need them this year, nor next 
year, nor any year that I can fore­ 
see’.”

It is no longer news to the fath­ 
ers and mothers, who have boys in 
the armed service, that just one 
vote in the House of Representa­ 
tives will keep their soldier sons in 
the army for another year and a 
half.

“Life” V isits the Army 
Last week’s issue of “Life” gives 
startling facts and pictures show­ 
ing how the boys in the army are 
reacting to the extension of their 
time of service. This pictorial mag­ 
azine has been prominently iden­ 
tified 
with

interventionist 
movement. 
The findings of their 
reporter, therefore, are. deeply sig­ 
nificant. Here is what he wrote: 
“I talked to some 400 privates 
from five different regiments,” the 
reporter wrote. “Fifty per cent of 
them say they will desert (‘go over 
the hill’ in army slang) after this 
year’s 
period of service is over. 
Actually, most of these will 
do 
nothing so drastic, but there def­ 
initely will be trouble with desert­ 
ers. Another 40 per cent rue the 
day they got in the army. The 
final IO per cent are not happy eith­ 
er, but are anxious to get in some 
other part of the army, like the air 
corps, the armored force, or a par­ 
achute battalion, where they feel 
they will learn more.

men out of the 400 wanted to make 
the army their career. 
“The division has its own unique 
‘V* campaign. Instead of V, the 
word OHIO is chalked on the walls 
of latrines, field artillery 
pieces, 
and cars. It means ‘Over the Hill 
in October’.” 
What is behind this opposition? 
We believe it is essentially a dis­ 
trust of Hie intentions of the offi­ 
cials who are shaping our foreign 
policies. 
In the background 
of 
their minds is the feat, that the se­ 
lectees 
are 
being 
retained 
for 
eventual fighting in Europe, Asia, 
or Africa. 
A congressman 
ex­ 
pressed that general fear frankly 
in the recent debate: “If the presi­ 
dent will repeat his many promises 
of his peaceful 
intentions, 
and 
again come out clear cut against 
sending our boys to fight and die on 
foreign soil, he will quiet the fears 
of their parents and make this ex­ 
tension act palatable 
to the boys 
and the American public.” Will he 
do it in his next fire-side chat?

Arkansas near a 
'tow n by the name of Arkadelphia. 
We left Camp Forrest Saturday 
morning anti rode about 150 miles 
and spent Saturday nite at Shiloh 
I National Military Park, where IHI- 
I nots was taking part in a battle 
in the w ar between the North and 
South in 1863. We put our tents

Drive for better 
dairying hits new 
record in Illinois 


W ith a new peak num ber of 86 
dairy herd improvem ent associa­ 
tions operating in Illinois, dairy­ 
men of the state are better organ­ 
ized for efficient production than 
a t any tim e in history, according 
U> J. G. Cash, dairy extension spec­ 
ialist of the U niversity of Illinois 
College of A griculture. 
The new record total of 86 asso­ 
ciations has just been reached with 
the organization of a third asso­ 
ciation in Kankakee county. 
That county, which 
has stood 
ahead of all counties with its five 
cooperative breeding 
associations, 
now becomes the third county to 
have more than IO per cent of all 
cows in the county on test and 
more than IOO herds enrolled in J 
DHI A work. Only Kane with ll 
per cent and Lake with 10.8 per 
cent surpass Kankakee w ith 10.3 in 
percentage of cows on test. Only 
M cHenry with 152 and Stephenson 
with 144 stand ahead of Kankakee 
with 102 in total num ber of herds 
in the county contest. 
The eighty-six dairy 
herd im­ 
provem ent associations in opera­ 
tion in the state are keeping com­ 
plete feed costs and production rec­ 
ords on approxim ately 2,100 herds 
of more than 41.000 dairy cows. 
For m oie than a quarter of a 
century the extension service of 
the U niversity of Illinois College 
of A griculture has sponsored dairy 
herd improvem ent activities in an 
effort to encourage better m anage­ 
m ent, feeding, breeding and care 
of dairy herds as a step toward 
more efficient dairy production. 


Dairymen laced 
with annual hot 
weather problems 


lf Illinois farm ers are to con­ 
tinue to cash in on favorable dairy 
prices and step up production for 
the f ood-for-defense program , hot 
w eather, flies, short pastures and 
the busy farm ing season are a few 
problems th at m ust be succesfullv 
met. This is the belief of C. S. 
Rhode, of the dairy departm ent of 
the U niversity of Illinois College of 
A griculture. 
By all m eans regular milking 
periods should be adhered to as 
closely as possible, since any m ark­ 
ed change in the regular m anage­ 
ment of tho dairy herd usually re­ 
sults in decreased milk and b u tter­ 
fat production, he said. 
Allowing her to run down in 
flesh is poor practice, Rhode said. 
Too often this happens in late sum ­ 
mer. 
The cows will freshen later 
on in the fall and w inter in thin 
condition and will not produce as 
well nor as efficiently as cows that 
freshen in good flesh. 
Dairymen who feed grain, silage, 
hay, or combinations of these feeds 
during the sum m er, say the prac­ 
tice pays. 
This system will pay 
wen more next w inter. A suitable 
grain m ixture to be fed this rime 
of year to cows on perm anent pas­ 
tu re is five parts of ground corn 
or barley, two parts ground oats or 
bran and one part soybean, cot­ 
tonseed or linseed meal. 
Flies are partly responsible for 
low milk yields and thin cattle, 
contends Rhode. 
Cows should be 
protected from flies by giving them 
aeess to a darkened, cool stable 
during the heat of the day. The 
barn windows m ay be darkened by 
nailing building paper over them. 
Gunny sacks hung in the doorways 
will brush the flies from the cows 
backs as they enter the barn.

sprays furnish 
some 
relief. 
A 
homemade fly spray may be made 
by m ixing one-half 
pound pyre

Vaccination for 
fowl pox early 
is practicable 


Although 
fowl 
pox occurs 
in 
poultry flocks m ost often during 
the fall and w inter, vaccination of 
grow ing stock during the late sum ­ 
m er and early fall will prevent this 
disease, also called 
canker and 
avian diphtheria, say animal p ath ­ 
ologists of the U niversity of Illi­ 
nois College of A griculture. 
As a preventive 
m easure for 
flocks where the disease has oc­ 
curred, 
pullets 
on 
contam inated 
prem ises should be vaccinated be­ 
fore they begin to lay. 
Vaccine 
m ay also be used 
to check 
the 
spread of the disease. 
Animal pathologists say 
there 
are tw o kinds of vaccine— fowl pox 
vaccine and pigeon pox vaccine. 
Fowl pox vaccine should not be 
used in laying flocks, although it 
produces a stronger and longer Im ­ 
m unity. 
Pigeon pox vaccine, however, can 
be used with g reater safety. It is 
recommended for use 
in flocks 
where the disease appears and for 
laying birds. 
F locks th at have never had fowl 
pox or those th at appear unlikely 
to contract the disease should not 
be vaccinated, 
according 
to the 
pathologists. 


Rye seeded new 
for cows pays up 
to $12.50 an acre 


Rye seeded in A ugust or Sep­ 
tem ber for late fall 
and early 
spring pasture has paid dividends 
of as much as $12.50 an acre for 
Illinois dairym en, according to J. 
G. Cash, dairy extension specialist 
of the U niversity of Illinois Col­ 
lege of A griculture. 
Aside from 
the ex tra income, such pasture will 
help dairym en keep production up 
to the desired level in the current 
national program s on food-for-de- 
fense and nutrition, he pointed out. 
Returns of $12.50 an acre from 
rye pasture used 
early 
in the 
spring of 1941 were reported by 
M. P. Roske, Carroll county farm 
adviser, on the farm of J. K. Mor­ 
ris, Mt. Carroll. On April 19, 25 
milk cows were turned on a 10- 
acre field th at was seeded early in 
Septem ber of 1940. 
Even though 
the herd had been fed a good grain 
ration and m ost of the cows were 
in the seventh month of lactation, 
an average gain of 7 per cent in

Expenses of the fair, including 
the 
upkeep 
of

grounds and the addition of new 
structures, are m et largely from 
gate receipts, license and* perm it 
fees, entry fees and the agricultur­ 
al premium fund. 
F u rth er inform ation about the 
state fair may be procured from 
the S tate D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
ture, Springfield. 
The laws referred to are in the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, chapter 
127, sections 5, 6, 42 and section 
4*>, paragraphs 14-17. 


Communicable Diseases of Dom­ 
estic Anim als — State legislatures 
have long recognized the im por­ 
tance to the livestock industry and 
to human health of controlling com­ 
municable anim al deseases. As ear­ 
ly as 1885 the General Assembly 
of Illinois 
passed a law which 
m akes it the duty of the State De­ 
partm ent of A griculture “to cause 
to be investigated any 
and 
all 
cases, or alleged cases, coming to 
its knowledge, of 
communicable 
diseases among domestic anim als 
w ithin this State, and to use all 
proper m eans to prevent the spread 
of such diseases.” 
This law as 
amended makes it the duty of the 
owner or custodian of an animal 
having a communicable disease or 
of any other person knowing of the 
existence of such a disease in any 
animal to im m ediately notify the 
S tate D epartm ent of A griculture. 
The departm ent then exam ines the 
animal and if it is found to have 
a dangerous, contagious or infec­ 
tious disease, it may require quar­ 
antine and m ay issue such other 
rules and orders as are necessary 
to protect the public and other 
livestock producers. 
The dep art­ 
ment may order the slaughter of 
anim als 
or 
the 
destruction 
of 
“stables, barns, prem ises, fixtures, 
furniture and personal 
property 
infected with any such communi­ 
cable disease” if in its judgm ent 
such is necessary, and if as a m at­ 
ter of fact the anim als have the 
disease complained of. Animals to 
be destroyed are appraised and in­ 
sofar as appropriations 
provide, 
owners are compensated. 
In 1887 the legislature au th o r­ 
ized the governor 
to 
cooperate 
with the U nited States in elim in­ 
ating contagious anim al 
diseases 
and gave inspectors of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry authority to in­ 
spect, 
quarantine 
and 
condemn 
anim als so infected. 
Again in 1889 the legislature im­ 
posed strict regulation on the im­ 
portation of cattle from the south­ 
west, in an effort to stam p out 
Texas fever. 
The laws referred to are in the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, chapter 
8, sections 62-86. 
Laws dealing specially with tu ­ 
berculosis in cattle, Bang’s disease, 
rabies ana hog cholera were dis­ 
cussed in earlier num bers of this 
series. 


The State F air—The law of Il­ 
linois provides th at the State De­ 
partm ent of A griculture shall “hold 
annually a state fair in order to 
prom ote improved m ethods of ag ­ 
riculture, to encourage an increased 
yield of grains, grasses, fruits, 
vegetables and other crops and the 
raising of improved breeds of live­ 
stock and poultry, to acquaint fa r­ 
m ers with the latest implem ents 
and m achinery of agriculture, and 
to encourage the m anufacture of 
bu tter, cheese and other products 
of agriculture.’* 


Title to the state fair grounds 
was, by a law of 1917, transferred 
from the state board of agriculture 
to t*he people of Illinois, and the 
D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture 
was 
designated 
as 
custodian 
of 
the 
grounds and buildings. 
The de­ 
partm ent is given broad authority 
t • adopt rules and regulations gov­ 
erning the conduct of the fair, 
classes of exhibits, prem ium s, rac­ 
ing, adm issions, policing and pro­ 
tection of the grounds, buildings 
and exhibits anti other necessary 
procedures. 


According to law all persons a t­ 
tending the fair m ust pay an ad­ 
mission charge, except “exhibitors 
and th eir bona fide employes, hon­ 
orably 
discharged 
soldiers, 
and 
children under 5 years of age.” 
The fair is adm inistered by a 
general m anager, who is an officer 
of the State D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture. To aid the departm ent and 


total milk production w as obtain­ 
ed for the 24 days following April 
19 th at the cows were on the rye.

All phases of the soybean pro­ 
duction and processing 
industry 
will be covered during the day­ 
tim e program , including the grow ­ 
ing and harvesting of beans, their 
processing and their by-products 
and the m arketing of the crop. 
F iguring 
prom inently 
in 
the 
day’s program will be the U. S. 
Regional Soybean Industrial Pro­ 
ducts Laboratory, which is now lo­ 
cated on the U. of I. campus as a 
direct outgrow th of the pioneering 
work which the university did in 
introducing the crop and develop­ 
ing 
its 
industrial 
possibilities. 
Tours also will be conducted to the 
university’s extensive soybean re­ 
search program on the south farm . 
Holding of the ten-year celebra­ 
tion comes at a tim e when 
soy­ 
beans have just gained new recog­ 
nition as a source of oil for the 
national defense program . 
Value of the 1941 crop which Il­ 
linois, the leading soybean produc­ 
ing state, is grow ing 
for grain 
alone will exceed $25,000,000, au ­ 
thorities 
estim ated, 
w hereas 
IO 
years ago the crop had a value of 
only $2,696,000. 
The state this 
y ear

right now when the peach crop is 
booming, says Mrs, M ary Lawton 
W right, Home Adviser. 
Peaches 
are a fairly easy fru it to handle 
this way. 
An encouraging word from Mrs. 
Flelen Klaas Engdahl, first assist­ 
ant in home economics, U niversity 
of Illinois College of A griculture, 
is th at “it is easier and sim pler to 
prepare foods for freezing than it 
is to can them .” 
She reports, furtherm ore, that 
freezing yields products which are 
very sim ilar to the fresh ones in 
appearance, 
color, 
texture 
and 
flavor, and th at in food value the 
frozen foods com pare 
very well 
with the fresh fruit. 
Vitam in C 
m ay be slightly affected, but if 
the fru it is frozen 
im m ediately 
and stored at zero the loss will be 
slight. 
Use of high qual y fru it is em ­ 
phasized on the basis th a t freez­ 
ing seems to am plify rath er than 
cover up any inferiority in quality. 
F’or this reason research w orkers 
urge hom em akers to “work fa s t” 
when putting up the crop. 
From the technical 
standpoint, 
the main point to 
know about 
fruits and vegetables is th a t they 
contain enzymes which m ust be 
made inactive before the food is 
frozen. 
Otherw ise these enzymes 
produce off-colors and flavors and 
other undesirable characteristics in 
the frozen product. 
Fmzyme ac­ 
tivity in fru its is inhibited by the 
addition of a sugar sirup or solid 
sugar. E ither sugar or sirup may 
he used according to the type of 
fruit and final product desired. The 
one precaution is th at all fru it 
m ust be covered with a liquid to 
prevent contact with the air. N at­ 
urally juicy fruit will form a liquid 
in combination with 
the sugar. 
Solid 
fru its 
require 
a 
covering 
sirup.

Oil treatment 
stops damage to 
“Roasting ears’' 


i he tasty ’ roasting ear” can now 
be saved from the corn earworm by 
injecting 
about 
one-fourth 
tea­ 
spoonful of a highly refined oil di­ 
rectly into the silk channel shortly 
a fte r pollination and when the silks 
are beginning to turn brown. 
L. H. Shorpshire, field entomolo­ 
gist of the Illinois State N atural 
History Survey, explains th at even 
better results can be obtained from 
this same treatm ent if the oil con­ 
tains tw o-tenths of I p er cent of 
p y re th rin or 2 per cent diehloro- 
ethyl ether. 
The oil is injected directly into 
the silk channel by means of a spe­ 
cial applicator or a small oil can 
which has an adjustable pumping 
device 
to 
perm it 
an 
accurate 
am ount of oil to be used. One per­ 
son can tre a t an acre of sweet corn 
in about six hours, and two gallons 
of oil are required to treat an acre 
yielding about 9,000 ears. 
Applying the treatm ent when the 
silks are beginning to turn brown 
allows sufficient tim e fop pollina­ 
tion to be completed and at the 
same tim e kills the worms before 
they have dam aged the tips of the 
ears. 
If the treatm ent is applied 
too early, the silks may be severely 
dam aged, interfering with pollina­ 
tion. 
An overdose of the oil will 
also dam age the 
ear if the 
oil 
reaches the kernels. 
The earw orm was very active in 
southern Illinois during the early 
part of the growing season and is 
now' appearing in destructive num­ 
bers in the northern p art of the 
state, according to Shropshire. 
The U. S. Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Q uarantine has the fol­ 
lowing to say about the control of 
the corn earworm in sweet corn: 
“Two percent diehloroethyl ether 
in oil is the m ost sasifactory con­ 
centration for use in earw orm con­ 
trol in sweet corn. 
The effect of 
the oil-dichloroethy] ether m ixture 
on earw orm s is different from th at 
of either the oil alone or of oil 
containing p y re th rin . 
Although 
this m ixture acts as a contact in ­ 
secticide, the volatilizing dichloro- 
tnyl ether acts as a fum igant. As 
it evaporates, the gas penetrates 
throughout the interior silk and. 
about the tip of the cob, reaching 
and killing larvae th at have not 
been w etted by the m ixture. 
It is 
believed that this is the reason why 
the oil-diehloroethyl ether m ixture 
gives a higher rate of protection to 
corn ears than the oil-pyrethrum 
m ixture.”

Under the federal old-age and 
survivors insurance system, when 
a worker dies before 65, he is gen­ 
erally fully insured 
if he has 
enough quarters of coverage to 
equal Half the calendar quarters be­ 
tween the time the law Went into 
effect—January I, 1937— (or. when 
he became 21 years old,' if later) 
and the time of his death. He must 
in any case have at least six quart­ 
ers of coverage, 
lf he leaves a 
widow and a child, or children of 
school age, the family will receive 
monthly benefits until the youngest 
child reaches age 18. 
The widow 
wall again receive benefits when 
she reaches age 65.

Take the case of a man, whom 
wre will call Robert Hanson, who 
died on October I, 1940, at the age 
of 35. 
He left a widow and three 
children—one 7 years old, one 4, 
and one 2 years old. 
Robert had

time this federal insurance system 
started on January I, 1937, to the 
first of 1940, when he became ill 
and had to stop work. Robert was 
fully insured because he had ac­

Each unmarried, dependent child 
under IG, or under 18 if in school, 
will receive one-half of the work­ 
er’s prim ary insurance benefit. The 
widow, if she has the children in 
her care, will receive three-fourths 
of the primary benefit. 
To find out what Robert Han­ 
son’s family will get, the first step 
is

is.

w*ages of $250 a month for the 
years 1937-38-39. The total of his 
wages then is $9,000. This must be 
divided by the number of months 
between January I, 1937, when the 
system began, and the month in 
which he dies—October, 1940. That 
would be 45 months. Divide $9,000 
by $45 and the result—$200—is 
Robeit’s average monthly wage. 
An average monthly w age of $200 
over a period of 3 years will give 
a prim ary insurance benefit of 
$-36.05. The widow’s benefit would 
be three-fourths of this — or 
$27.04. 
Each child’s benefit would 
be one-half—or $18.02 
Add these 
together and the total is $81.10. 
But the law* fixes a maximum 
w*hich any family can receive. This 
is determined by one of three fig­ 
ures, whichever is smallest—$85, 
or twice the prim ary benefit, or 80 
per cent of the average monthly 
wage. 
In this case twice the pri­ 
mary benefit, $72.10, is least. This 
is what Robert’s widow* and chil­ 
dren will receive each month. 
Each child’s benefit will continue 
until he reaches age 18 if he stays 
in school. 
Otherwise it will stop

fit will continue as long as she has 
in her care any child entitled to

If an insured worker dies leaving 
no member of his family entitled 
to monthly benefits at the time of 
his death, a lump sum equal to 
six times his prim ary insurance 
benefit may be paid to a widow, 
widower, or certain other relatives; 
or if there is no such relative, the 
person who paid the burial expens­ 
es will be reimbursed 
up to an 
equal amount to 
six times the 
worker’s prim ary insurance benefit.
